Importance of Cultivation

results unless the soil is kept well

Cultivation is not intended prim- 


arily to kill weeds, although ibis is 
important, lint to loosen the surface 
and let air into the soil so as Jo pro- 
vide a more congenial environment 
for the roots of the plants. Plants 
in soil which is too wet turn yellow 
and if n<jt relieved by proper culti- 
vation and drainage, languish

die. Too much water in the soil di- 
lutes the soil solution, impedes the 
formation of nitrate, destroys desir- 
able soil organisms and permits the 
development of undesirable ones.

owed to dry and bake, offers an cn- 
I'ironnient as •uncongenial for plants 
us when too wet. Either extreme, 
therefore,

against.

•ide. surface or tile drains. 
If in- 


clined to bake after rains, cultivate 
is soon ys it is dry enough. As a 
rule, stirring the surface two inches 
rill give better results than sleep

and people of the present generation 
took advantage of seeing, in Rush 
county, the nearest to a total eclipse 
they will ever have an opportunity to 
witness. 'In

the 


"advance notices" provided by 
as- 


tronomers, a dark spot became vis- 
ible shortly before 5:30 o'clock and 
appeared in 
varying sizes until a 


minute or two after 7:20. when the 
sun's sin-face was clear again. 


Armed with smoked glass, people 


gazed at the curiosity 
of the sky 


Through smoked glass the sun much 
resembled the moon by its quarters, 
dwindling from the thin crescent of 
Ihe first quarter 
to three-quarters 


full. The eclipse reached its apex 
about 6:30 when approximately 83 
per cent of the sun's 
surface was 


darkened by the moon. A portion of 
the light shed by the sun was cut 
off, causing a strange sort of twi- 
light. 


Starling in the Pacific ocean, the 


eclipse entered the United Stales in
